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RECENT observations by eminent phy- 
sicians confirm the theory that animals, 
especially household pets, are carriers of 
disease germs. 


Tue new whale-back steamers have 
solved the problem of competing with 
foreign freight vessels and restoring to 
Americans the ocean- carrying trade if 
they want it. It will certainly disturb 
Great Britain's commercial greatness on 
the sea for some time to come.

“Harper's WEEKLY” considers the 
recent actions of the two leading politi- 
cal parties as illustrations of a false 
political situation, arising from the fact 
that neither represents the chief public 
issues, and that neither of them can be 
trusted as an agency to secure the honest 
government which is an object trans- 
cending all questions of policy. Tn this 
situation the body of independent voters 
is necessarily very large.

character, experience, and intelligence 
which would be of the highest service to 
any party.

party. If it be the duty of every citizen 
to join a party, which shall it be, consid- 
ering that they both speak politely of 
civil service reform and the administra- 
tion of both discredits it, and that both 
denounce political corruption, while 
each collects and spends corruptly as 
much money as it can? Itis a period 
when parties do not represent the ac- 
tual division of political opinion, and 
when both parties degrade the political 
standard; aud is therefore a time of 
greater political independence than ever 
before. 


SEEK AND YE SHALL FIND. 

Rev. H. Kendall in the “Primitive 
Methodist Quarterly Review” makes 
some pertinent remarks relative to spir- 
itual phenomena. He firstasks: “Sup- 
pose the ultimate verdict, not only of 
the Society for Psychical Research, but 
of intelligent meu generally, shall be 
that the strange sights seen and sounds 
heard, have an objective reality, how 
would the facts compare with state- 
ments of Scripture on the same sub- 
ject?” In answer, he says, first, it will 
have to be admitted that there is an in- 
visible sphere, peopled with intelligent 
life, and that there are spiritual beings 
who are ordinarily unseen to us, but who 
have power to manifest themselves to 
living men, aud from time to time do 
this. And if the judgment finally pro- 
nounced shall be affirmative, it will have 
been scientifically demonstrated that 
there is a spirit in mau capable of sepa- 
ration from the body and of existence 
independent of it, and that this spirit, 
which is the real man, does actually sur- 
vive the body's dissolution with aug- 
mented powers. Second, the power of 
foreseeing future events is one that psy- 
chical research shows to be frequently 
exercised, both by persons still living 
in the body and by departed spirits. And 
third, the proof of telepathy is pretty 
satisfactory, and a moment's reflection 
may serve to show the significance of it 
in reference to some of the most impor- 
tant aspects of religion. For it is the 
law which affirms the possibility of one 
mind influencing another, irrespective 
of distance, and apart from sensory or- 
gans. Christian experience has its own 
evidence of the reality of these higher 
influences, independent of scientific dis- 
coveries. But the law of telepathy, so 
far as it gocs, harmonizes with the tran- 
scendental teachings of religion, and 
removes the objection that there is noth- 
ing in ordinary experience to support 
the idea that mind can touch mind, and 
spirit answer to spirit, without any ply- 
sical means of communication between 
them. It is shown that they cau aud do 
influence one another without this me- 
dium in common life, and a presump- 
tion arises that they will do the same in 
the spiritual life aud in religious ex- 
perience.

There are still a great many peo- 
ple in the world who question the claims 
made by medinms concerning these 
phenomena, or their source, while others 
attribute them to legerdemain. But when 
we have themi in our own homes, under 
our own conditions, and where there are 
neither trap doors nor a possibility of 
such a medium smuggliog in anything 
like the paraphernalia needed by tricks 
ters, and where the manifestations give 
undoubted evidence of an occult force 
behind them, or of intelligent guidance 
together with tests from the producers 
of these manifestations, we are at loss 
to form a theory other than that of the 
existence of spirits and that they are 
enabled to come to us under certain cir- 
cumstances. 

Such was the case on the occasion al- 
luded to. The medium for these spirit- 
ual doings was Master Benjamin F. 
Foster, a mere lat and son of Prof. F. 
N. Foster, the spirit photograher, whose 
own mediumistic qualities are weil 
known to many who have tested him 
and who have received the spirit faces of 
loved ones on a sensitive plate of the 
camera, when he is present. 

At the circle arranged on this occasion, 

some ten or twelve other persons be- 
sides myself were present and who were 
as much convinced of the genuineness 
of the phenomena as the writer was. A 
cabinet was arranged by simply hang- 
ing a double curtain against the wall; 
the boy medium tied hand and foot, and 
coat sleeves sewed on to bis trousers, in 
order to prevent him from using any of 
his limbs and thereby give positive evi- 
dence that he had nothing personally to 
do with the phenomena that were to 
take place. When comfortably seated 
on a chair, a music-box, a tambourine, 
several bells, and paper and pencils were 
placed inside of the cabinet with him, 
hut out of his reach, even supposing 
that he could by some dexterity free his 
hands. Then the curtains were lowered 
over him, but allowing his head to pro- 
tude so as to be seen by the entire cir- 
cle. As no darkness was needed for the 
exercise of his mediumship, the light 
was left burning brightly. But hardly 
had the curtains touched the floor, when 
a small white hand appeared above where 
there was an opening, followed by a 
manipulation of the musical instruments 
that was astonishing to every one in the 
circle. First the music-box started, then 
the bells were thrown out onto the floor, 
when suddenly the medium himself was 
pushed out of his chair and fell sprawl- 
ing in front of the circle, still as securely 
tied as when placed in the cabinet. Af- 
ter being replaced in his seat, the con- 
trolling spirit called for handkerchiefs 
from the auditors. A number were 
handed in, one at a time; butin each 
case, they were almost immediately 
thrown out again, and on being examined 
were found to have been inscribed with 
spirit messages, spirit faces or heads of 
animals. On the handkerchief of one 
of the gentleman present was a message 
to which was attached two signatures, 
which were the fac-similes of his father 
aud mother, who had passed from earth's 
sphere long ago, aud whose names or 
signatures were unknown to any one 
present. 

All this in itself gave sufficient evi- 
dence of an occult force at work, but the 
spirits were kind and wanted to offer 
still further proof of their powers. Thus

of the art, nor could! the best have raised 
his voice to such a pitch or remain us- 
detected after so many repetitions. 

Several years later my fatber and uncle 
in company carried on business in the 
same oll mill One morning at about 
dawo, while in a yet drowsy state from 
sleep, my father distinctly heard the pe 
culiae twang of a saw as if coming in 
contact with human flesh and bone, and 
immediately following clairvoyantly saw 
my uncle hold up a bleeding mangled 
hand. The occurrance or vision made a 
deep impression on his mind. The 
same day, while at work in the mill, he 
again beard the same peculiar twang of 
the saw in reality and looking toward 
the place from wheuce the sound pro- 
ceeded, saw my unfortunate uncle hold- 
iny up the same bleeding mangled hand 
that be had seen in the morniux only 
as a vision, or waking dream, as it were. 
Was this a prophetic vision as we often 
hear about from mediums and sensi- 
tives? 

Later on, my uncle became somewhal 
deranged, mentally, and in this condi- 
tion drank a large «lose of corrosive sub- 
limate with suicidal intentions, and died 
a week later. At about the hour of his 
death, my mother was at home, ill in bed. 
She says my uncle apparently came to 
ber and said: ‘I'm all right now—that 
stuff did the work!" It proved true. 

Only a few months ago, a lady from 
soutbern New Ilampshire, was doing 
housework in Fitchburg, Mass. One 
day she remarked tbat she was not feel- 
ing well—that her head ached, and 
thought she would take a walk in the 
hopes of being relieved. She arranged 
herself properly for a journey, omitting 
only her rubbers. She went to the de- 
pot, took the train for home; and leaving 
it at the proper station, took a public 
carriage to a village within a few miles 
from home. From thence she proceeded 
to walk the remaiuder of the way, and ar- 
rived home late at night in an exhausted 
condition. She says she remembers 
nothing of the journey except that she 
awoke just before reaching homie, and 
was aluiost dumbfounded to find her- 
self aloue and in almost total darkness 
plodding along a muddy road. Previous 
to awakening, however, sbe seemed to 
have been able to avoid all mud puddles, 
but after physical consciousness returped 
was unable to do so, and often trod in 
them. This was ascertained by inves- 
tigation by following her footprints on 
the morning after her arrival, What led 
her there when her intention was only 
to take a short walk ? Was she entranced 
and by what power?

important parts. The pineal gland of 
our brain is such a structure. Descartes 


we know it ts simply a vestige of a me- 
dian eye, which once upon a time, in our 
far-back ancestry, existed on the top of 
the head, and wbicb, for that matter of 
it, still exists as an eye in some fishes 
aod in certain lizards. But the functions 
of the tonsils have of very late days re- 
ceived a new interpretation from the re- 
searches of Dr. Lovell Gulland, whose 
Paper on this subject appears in the 
“Edinburg Medical Journal” for Novem- 
ber. It seems that the tonsils are really 
glands which are devoted to the manu- 
facture of the white blood-cells. Nor is 
this all. Dr, Gulland tells us that while 
many of these important white cells 
pass off into the blood circulation, 
thence to wander on their beat, like 
Sanitary policeman, through tbe tissues, 
many others take up their position on 
the outside of the tonsils themselves. 
This latter move on the part of these 
white cells is a very interesting one; for, 
as they live on the tonsil-surfaces, they 
act as a set of custom-house officers 
in .preventing injurious or contra- 
band matter (chiefly germs, of course) 
from passing onwards to the throat 
stomach and lungs. This is both an ex- 
traordinary and extremely interesting 
discovery, for it makes plain to us how 
aud why many of the germs we inhale 
are prevented from doing injury to us 
They may pass into the mouth, but the 
cordon of white blood cells on the ton- 
sils acts as a fairly efficient barrier, which 
the bulk of the germs we inhale may 
not pass, and we are thus secured from 
the germ-invasion of both the digestive 
system and the breathing system. Tue 
tonsils are subject to ailments, among 
which the familiar quinsy is the best 
known. When the tonsils from this or 
any other cause become inefficient in tbe 
discharge of their duties, and wheu their 
white cells are not produced in sufficient 
numbers or in the proper degree of 
vitality, it seems the glands in their turn 
become attacked by the germs they otber- 
wise kill. Quinsy, in this view of things, 
is an ailment which arises through the 
battle between germs and tonsils being 
decided in favor of the microbes. I 
repeat that these researches are of sing- 
ular interest, for they not only reveal to 
us the hitherto unknown functions of 
the tonsils, but show us how in yet ao- 
other fashion tbe human territory is 
protected from germ-attack.—Dr. An- 
drew Wilson, in The Illustrated News of 
the World.
